Selectman Alan F. French 
will not seek re-election to that 
post alt the end of his term in 
March. , 

Selectman French, com- 
pleted his first three year term, 
announced his intentions not to 
seek re-election this week, in 
the hope of providing sufficient 
time for those who may wish to 
serve, to consider running in 
March and to organize a 
camapign. 

During his term of office, 
French, an ardent conser- 
vationist, worked on the agree- 
ment between the town and 
Arkwright-Boston, owners of 
the West Andover industrial 
acreage, which provides the 
town with access to land owned 
by Andover Village Improve- 
ment Society and the local con- 
servation commission. 

The agreement was part of 
the town meeting stipulations 
which provided funds for a 
trunk sewer line construction to 
the proposed Hewlett-Packard 
Co. plant in the former Shat- 
tuck farm property. 

The retiring selectman was 
also a vigorous voice for local 
control or input in such regional 
considerations involving An- 
dover. 

As such, French was in- 
strumental in a bill which will 
be before the legislature at the 
next session, providing for a 
change in the appointment of an 
Andover representative to the 
Central Merrimack Valley 
Planning Commission. 

in a statement announcing his 
decision, French commented on 
some of the problems faced by 
a community such as Andover, 
as well as expressing his ap- 
preciation for being able to 
serve the community. 

His statement: 

“As the end of my term ap- 
proaches, i have considered the 
matter of next March's election 
and decided not to run for 
reelection. 

“it's been a pleasure and 
honor to serve you as Select- 
man for the past three years. In 
today's cloudy political at- 
mosphere it’s easy to forget 
that in local, non-partisan 
government a citizen can, 
through his own efforts, have a 
direct impact on the quality of 
his life. At first glance many of 
the local issues at stake may 
seem insignificant or simple 
compared to the great national 
and international political 
questions. As Andover 
residents we tend to take for 
granted the basic material es- 
sentials; water, waste disposal, 
snow removal, power and heat, 
roads and parks. More dimly 
seen, because more subjective 
and long term, are the impor- 
tant questions of land use and 
recreational planning. Even 
farther removed from our con- 
sideration are abstract policy 
issues such as communications 
policy (Cable 'TV) or regional 
planning, which lie relatively 
dormant until the prodding of 
external private or public in- 
lerests provokes a brief but in- 
lense discussion.

Under Carr Co. 


The Carr Co., a Cambridge 
manufacturer of fasteners, will 
probably not attach itself to in- 
dustrial acreage in Lowell 
Junction after the selectmen 
Monday night informed of- 
ficials of the firm that they 
were not in favor of an industry 
of this type for the community. 

The company had appeared 
before the board earlier this 
month asking how the board 
and the town would feel about 
them developing a new plant in 
Lowell Junction which would 
require in the vicinity of a 
million gallons of water a day 
for their plating process opera- 
tion. 

Monday night, while the 
water needs of the prospective 
company had been substantially 
reduced, Chairman Milton 
Greenberg told officials of the 
firm's engineering consultants, 
that he did not feel the town 
could use its scarce resources

Another Andover Millionaire 


Andover seems to be corner- 
ing the market on new 
millionaires, beneficiaries of 
‘‘The Game”’ as Patrick Lynch, 
38 Chestnut St., a postal worker 
in Cambridge became the third 
local resident to win the top 
award in the state lottery. 

Lynch, who won the $50,000 a 
year for the next 20 years, in 
the drawing at the Sheraton 
Monday night, was planning to 
retire from his job with the U.S. 
Postal Service in a year or so, 
but his plans now may be 
accelerated. 

He purchased the winning 
ticket in Harvard Square near 
where he works, 

The father of six, three of 
them married, said he and his 


family travel quite a bit and 
have a trailer, which just might 
be in the process of replace- 
ment with his newly gained for- 
tune. 


He and his wife, Irene, were 
confident of winning the top 
prize Monday night, and had in- 
formed co-workers that he 
would probably walk out of the 
Sheraton a millionaire. 

They spent the night in the 
millionaire’s suite at the 
Sheraton, in Boston Monday 
night and returned home Tues- 
day, to *‘find things fairly nor- 
mal,’ as Mr. Lynch put it 


Mrs. Lynch is thinking about 
4a new car, her 1970 model hav- 
ing broken down en route to the 


drawing. 

With them at the drawing was 
their daughter, Maureen, a 13- 
year-old student at Andover 
Hast Junior High. 

There are five other children, 
Theresa, wife of Fred Pettit of 
Plaistow, N.H.; Paula, wife of 
Michael Shields of Danvers and 
Marilyn, wife of Jim Castalucci 
of Medford; Phillip, a student 
at Bentley College, Boston and 
Michael 

Lynch was the 30th winner of 
the million dollar game since 
the lottery was initiated. 

Other Andover winners have 
included Harry Schmitke, 5 
Moraine St., a Ukrianian born 
artist and Constance Spatola, 29 
\rgilla Road 
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(water supply) for such an 
operation. 

Greenberg went on to explain 
that the firm itself is very 
reputable and has a good stan- 
ding financially. The decision is 
no reflection on the corporation 
itself, Greenberg said, simply 
the fact that the revenue to the 
town (estimated $35,000 in tax- 
es) was marginal and in his per- 
sonal view, it was not the type 
of industry Andover needs. 

John Walsh of the engineering 
firm said he would convey the 
feelings of the board to the Carr 
officials who ‘‘probably would 
not exercise their option,’’ on 
the acreage in Lowell Junction. 

The selectmen and town 
manager had been reviewing 
the facts surrounding the Carr 
request for the past two weeks, 
the prime point being the water 
useage and its effect on the new 
water treatment plant which 
began operation this fall. 

The plant, as presented to the 
board earlier this month would 
recycle some water, but still 
would have required close to a 
million gallons per day.

Things are considerably 
brighter on the outside of Main 
Street this holiday season, 
thanks to Christmas lights that 
were never strung last year 
because of the energy shortage. 

On the inside, however, most 
merchants will admit that sales 
aren't even as bright as last 
year, on account of the inflation 
or recession or whatever is the 
sad state of the economy. 


But they quickly add that ~ 


things aren’t all THAT bad, and 
they don't paint as gloomy a 
picture as one might get from 
talking to some of the shoppers. 

While a police department 
spokesman says that traffic 
meters are bringing in about as 
many nickles as in years past, 
some holiday shoppers say 
they've never had it so good 
with parking at Andover 
Center. Even after the Satur- 
day morning Santa Claus

Parade, it was fairly easy to 
find a non-metered Main Street 
slot. 

One housewife says shopping 
is divine in town this season, 
because she can get everything 
she wants here - - in the right 
sizes and colors because there’s 


plenty left to choose from. i 


Still another says she breezed 
right through her gift list Jy 
without a crowd at any counter 3 

- or cash register. i 

A more official picture comes : 
from Charles Heseltine, who 9 
heads up the Chamber of Hy 
Commerce's retail task force. 

‘All in all,’ Heseltine says, 
‘business is off,’’ and he claims 
the situation is considerably 
worse than in 1973. 

With the gasoline shortage, 
he says, people were shopping 
in town to save fuel. Now, he 
says, they're looking for 
bargains and they'll drive five 
miles to save one dollar. 

At Dana’s Sport Shop, 
Heseltine says the night 
business has been very slow. 
They started staying open late 
earlier than usual, ‘‘but it 
hasn‘t paid off.”’ : 

While people were buying 
warm clothing last year, he 

goes on, they're not favoring 
that department so much now. 
Many are buying tennis balls in- 
stead of a racquet this Christ- 
mas but plenty of mothers are } 
going toward the larger items, 
the skis and boots. 
The money is there for

recreation, Heseltine says, 
suggesting that perhaps with all 
the depressing news about the 
economy, people are feeling 
more of a need to get away 
from it all. 

‘You can only sit around the 
house so long,” he says. 

Austin E. Anderson, over at 
the Andover Gift House, says 
that people are still buying, but 
they're being more selective. 

While business is not up to 
last year’s, he says ‘‘it’s not 
that bad,” and he predicts the 
store will have a reasonably 
good Christmas season, if not a 
record breaker. 

People are still going for the 
better merchandise, he goes on, 
the Waterford crystal, for in- 
stance, or fine china. Maybe 
they're not buying so many 
gifts, he says, but they’re con- 
centrating on something ‘‘a lit- 
tle bit better.” 

Anderson says the Gift House 
is still selling cards, despite 
rumors that people aren’t sen- 
ding so many this year. Sales 
may be down a little, he says, 
but not proportionately more 
than in any other department. 

Postmaster Louis A. 
Schwenke verifies that Christ- 
mas cards may be a little off, 
but not much. Stamp volume, 
he says is down about five per- 
cent, and incoming letter mail 
is “‘moderate.’’ They don’t, 
however, expect any great 
“peaks” as in years gone by. 

Parcel post is running about 
the same as before, he says. 

Schwenke adds that the An- 
dover post office is handling its 
own mail this year, instead of 
sending it to Lawrence for 
processing. 

At Macartney’s, Manager 
John Zenewitch says that sales 
are running slightly off for 
Christmas, but not so much 
compared to news from the 
clothing business in other parts 
of the country. 

In fact, the three-month 
volume may not show any 
decline, he says, despite a 
slower than usual December. 
The store had an exceptionally 
good October, he says, because 
of special promotions. 

What people are doing, he 
says, is buying more practical 
gifts - - shirts and sweaters, 
neckwear and the like - - and ig- 
noring the novelty items. 

In some cases, Zenevitch 
says, they may be cutting back 
by buying two shirts instead of 
three. 

It all comes down to tradi- 
tion, according to Jeff French, 
who agrees that while people 
may be more practical this 
year, they’re still buying. 

His Olde Andover Village 
Flower Shop should come out 
about even with past years, he 
says, claiming that things have 
been ‘‘very busy’’ since 
Thanksgiving. 

Christmas means decorating 
the house, among other things, 
he says, and people are not go-

ing to break the tradition. They 
may be doing it a little more 
simply, he says, and they seem 
to be getting back more to an 
old-fashioned Christmas with 
very natural decorations and 
fewer colored balls and tinsel. 

He has sold a lot of plain 
wreaths, he says, indicating 
that people are ‘getting more 
mileage’”’ out of old decorations 
and bows. 

A spokesman at the Andover 
Bookstore dismissed the 
“Christmas and the Economy”’ 
questions, indicating she was 
too busy to talk about it, and a 
spokesman at Sutherland’s 
Lawrence store preferred not 
to comment at all. 

Then there was the merchant 
who took the opportunity to 
blame the ‘‘Eastern media’”’ for 
making the state of the 
economy sound worse than it is 
and filling people with the fear 
of grim times to come. 

“Things just aren’t all that 
bad,’ he said.

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Canine Freedom May Face 


Some Further Limitation 


Dogs, always an interesting 
item for town meeting con- 
sideration, are going to be sub- 
ject to possible further 
restraint, if the town approves 
a new bylaw calling for them to 
be leashed on trash collection 
days. 

This is among some 30 ar- 
ticles tentatively scheduled for 
consideration for the 1975 town 
meeting and which were given 
a cursory glance by the 
selectmen Monday night. 

The listing of possible agenda 
items was prepared by Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin 
and will be further discussed at 
a meeting of the board on Jan. 
6. 

There will be three items 
dealing with canines, if the 
selectmen approve submitting 
all for town meeting considera- 
tion. 

The leash law on collection 
days is designed to keep the

animals restrained on days 
when the refuse collection ser- 
vice is operating in particular 
areas of town. Since the initia- 
tion of the rubbish pickup ser- 
vice, the dog problem has been 
a source of constant irritation 
to officials and residents. 

The dogs break the bags leav- 
ing a mess on the streets as 
they scavenge for food scraps. 
Use of various chemicals to dis- 
courage such practice finds the 
canines overcoming all 
obstacles during the year and 
half conduct of the program. 

The town’s current animal 
control law calls for the 
restraint of dogs only during the 
hours children are going to and 
from schools. 

Other items dealing with the 
town’s canine population facing 
the 1975 town meeting include 
increasing the cost of dog 
licenses by a dollar and requir- 
ing all dogs to have rabies shots

prior to licensing. 

Two items of particular in- 
terest in guiding policy of the 
town will deal with adoption of 
a sewer service charge and 
authorization to sell water to 
other towns. 

The sewer service charge is a 
priority item with Chairman 
Milton Greenberg, who in- 
formed the town meeting last 
year that the selectmen would 
work on such a policy during 
the current year and report 
back at the 1975 session. 

Authorization to sell water to 
adjoining communities is based 
on the new water treatment 
plant being able to provide 
supplemental supply to other 
towns. Several communities 
have asked local authorities for 
such consideration. 

In addition to the usual items 
included in the warrant by 
statute, town meeting will 
again be acting on Chapter 90 
appropriations and the annual 
funding of storm drainage im- 
provements following the 
town’s master plan. 

To be considered during 
deliberations will be the im- 
provement to the water system 
through the installation of new 
mains and also appropriations 
for improvement to the town’s 
sewer system. Suggested needs 
at this time include replacing 
the Harding street sewer siphon 
at an estimated cost of $100,000 
and also replacing a section of 
sewer on Red Spring road, 
which is now causing pollutants 
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to enter the Shawsheen river, a 
situation similar to one needing 
correction on Central street a 
few years ago. 

A new bylaw will deal with 
possession and consumption of 
alcoholic beverages in public. 
There are three bylaws under 
consideration, one dealing with 
town property, another with 
public ways and a third allow- 
ing the selectmen to exercise 
bylaw control over certain sec- 
tions of town with respect to 
control of drinking in public 
places. 

The Recreation/Community 
Schools Department has three 
articles for consideration, one 
asking for $22,000 for four ten- 
nis courts at the Playstead. The 
money would be used essential- 
ly to improve tennis court areas 
there at present, but in need of 
attention. 

The recreation group also 
needs $30,000 to supplement a 
1974 appropriation for construc- 
tion of a bath house at Pomps 
pond. The department had the 
old bath house removed in 
preparation for the new 
building and bids came in above 
the funds available, thus the 
requirement to return to the 
town for additional monies to 
complete the project. 

Also to be acted upon at the 
request of the recreation group, 
will be $5,500 for improvement 
of the roadways at Recreation 
Park. 

The town will be asked to 
accept legislation which will 
remove future Andover police 
and fire chiefs from provisions 
of a state law which provides 
mandatory salary based on a 
ratio system. 

Present chiefs are covered 
under a grandfather clause, 
but, if the new legislation is 
accepted by the town, local 
residents will be able to es- 
tablish the salary for the 
positions in the future. 

Other items tentatively 
scheduled for consideration in- 
clude funds for the bicentennial 
commission, adopt a solicita- 
tion bylaw, action on the Sacred 
Heart property, consideration 
of issues involving the MBTA 
train service, confirmation of 
solid waste policy and sale of a 
parcel of land from the West 
Elementary school lot.

reduced to 360,000 gallons per 
day for the initial 50,000 square 
feet of floor space to be built 
next year. 

The building was to be ex- 
panded to 85,000 square feet by 
1980 with water useage then es- 
timated at 720,000 for the 
processing operations. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin reported to the board 
that he and Public Works Direc- 
tor Robert E. McQuade had 
conferred with Camp, Dresser 
and McKee, consultants, and 
determined that an additional 
main to connect to utility lines 
already in the area would be 
needed to safely provide the 
water needed. 

While this is a part of the 
master plan, the cost of $400,000 
is not seen as a priority item at 
this time. 

The firm could still meet its 
requirements by tapping two 
existing mains serving the in- 
dustrial area now, but in case of 
fire, the pressure would be 


reduced to such a level as to ; 


become dangerous, the 
manager reported. 

Austin also reported the 
water needs of Carr were equal 
to the daily requirements of 
Gillette and Reichhold 
Chemical combined. The two 
latter firms pay taxes totaling 
$200,000 annually to the town, 
while Carr's building would net 
approximately $35,000, the 
manager reported. 

Selectman Edmund Sullivan, 
Jr., said that based on the 
figures ’ presented, he, ‘did, ‘not 
see the firm as being beneficial 
to the town looking at it in a 


businesslike manner. The tax 
revenue would be offset by the 
eventual need to build the $4009, - 
000 utility line, along with the 
drain on the water treatment 
plant. 

Chairman Greenberg said 
that if the firm were to locate in 
the junction, then an examina- 
tion of the water rates would be 
necessary and a drastic revj- 
sion upward to make the ser- 
vice to the new firm equitable 
in comparison to other major 
water users. 

The chairman said another 
consideration in the board’s 
decision was the need to look 
into the requirement to serve 
neighbors through the treat- 
ment plant as a means of 
meeting Andover’s regional 
obligations. 


Illegal 
Dumps A 
Problem 


The closing of the Andover 
Sanitary Disposal site over a 
year ago has presented new 
problems to the town’s board of 
health, which could result in the 
department taking stringent ac- 
tion. 

Health officials report that 
the number of arbitrary dump 
sites has continually increased 
since the closing of the town 
dump in June of 1973. 

Until that time reports of un- 
authorized dumping grounds 
averaged four a year. 

Seven illegal dump areas 
were reported for the last six 
months of 1973. 

During 1974 there have been 
31 reports of such conditions. 

The health authorities report 
that if such a trend continues 
unchecked, with the expected 
increase in the amount of waste 
generated per person and the 
population continues to  in- 
crease, the amount of illegal 
sites reported could rise to the 
400 mark by 1980, 

Such dumping has been found 
tu pollute streams, wetlands, 
ponds and water supplies as 
well as result in defacement or 
destruction of property. Ver- 
min infestation also follows 
with the resultant flies and rats 
leading to disease and destruc- 
lion of property. 

Because of the growing 
magnitude of the problem, the 
potential effect upon the 
citizens of the town, the Board 
of Health advises that each and 
every problem reported to 
them or found by them will be 
followed through to correction 
by implementation of both state 
and local laws, rules and 
regulations to the fullest extent 
applicable,

Christmas 
Safety 


Christmas is the merriest time 
of the year for most of us. But 
every holiday season homes go 


up in smoke, children swallow 
decorations and people receive 
shocks when stringing electric 
lights. 

To prevent Christmas gaiety 
from turning into disaster, the 
U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission recommends that 
you consider the following safety 
Lips: 


Evergreens become very 
flammable when dry, so make 
sure the tree you buy is fresh by 
checking the needles for 
brittleness. Store the tree out- 
doors until you are ready to put it 
up. Water will get to the limbs of 
the tree better if you cut about 
one inch off the truck. Keep the 
tree well watered and away from 
heat sources. Take the tree down 
right after Christmas or as soon 
as it shows signs of drying out. 

if you are going to buy a 
plastic tree, look for a_ label 
Stating the tree is ‘‘flame 
resistant” or ‘‘flame retardant.”’ 
While metal trees are not flam- 
mable, they do conduct electrici- 
ty. Use colored spotlights rather 
than electric lights on a metal 
tree. No matter what kind of tree 
you have, make sure it is not 
blocking an exit or doorway. 

Many holiday accidents are 
caused by trees catching fire as a 
result of defective or overheated 
electric lights or defective elec- 
tric cords. If your electric lights 
are getting old, or the electric 
cord is frayed it’s better to 
replace them than take a chance 


on getting shocked or starting a 
fire. When shopping for new 
lights, check for a label stating — 
that they have been safety ap- 
proved by a 
laboratory. Indoor lights should 
never be used outdoors. Keep ex- 
tension cords out of the reach of 
children and away from walk- 
ways. All lights should be turned

Preliminary figures reported 
by the Hewlett-Packard Com- 
pany indicate that the Company 
had a 34 per cent increase in 
sales and a 66 per cent increase 
in net earnings for the fiscal year 
ended Oct. 31, 1974. 

Sales totaled $883,979,000, com- 
pared with 1973 sales of $661,290,- 
000. Net earnings amounted to 
$84,000,000, equal to $3.08 a share 
on 27,297,000 shares of common 
stock outstanding. This com- 
pares with earnings of $50,749,- 
000, equal to $1.89 a share on 26,- 
815,566 shares,in Fiscal 1973. 

‘Sales and earnings are higher 
than previously estimated,” said 
William R. Hewlett, HP Presi- 
dent. In October, he projected 
that the Company’s earnings for 
Fiscal 1974 would be somewhat 
over $75 million, or between $2.80 
and $2.90 per share, on sales ‘‘in 
neighborhood of $870 million.” 

“Our shipments in the final 
month of the fiscal year exceed- 
ed Company projections,’’ 
Hewlett said. ‘‘In addition, 
although pre-tax earnings were 
in line with our October es- 
timate, actual U.S. and foreign

$13,457 ,000."’ 

Mr. Hewlett emphasized that 
the 1974 figures are tentative and 
have not been completely 
audited. He said he expects the 
audit to be completed late this 
month.

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Editorial Comment 


Proper Move 


It is probably a difficult task in these difficult 
economic times to look a potential industrial tenant in 
the eye and indicate they would be less than welcome. 

But, the selectmen did just that this week, and 
although there seems to be no legal barrier keeping the 
Carr Company from exercising their option on Lowell 
Junction land, there is every reason to believe that the 
firm, which manufactures fasteners, will look 
elsewhere. 

Basic reasoning for not issuing the welcome mat to 
the Carr Comapny, was that the firm would be tapping 
one of Andover’s vital resources - - its water supply - - 
extensively, with a rather disproportionate tax return 
to the town. 

The potential industrial tenant, if it located here, 
would be using water for processing either equal to or 
just a little under the requirements of Gillette and 
Reichhold Chemical Co., two of its neighbors. 

To properly serve the new company, an additional 
water line improvement is’ necessary at a cost es- 
timated at $400,000. 

The tax return to the town, based on best estimates 
would be $35,000. 

Gillette and Reichhold, with a lesser water require- 
ment, contribute $200,000 annually to Andover’s taxes. 

While Andover, with its new treatment plant could 
meet the needs of the Carr Company, it well could 
accelerate the plant working at capacity. 

There are other considerations which led to the 
selectmen’s decision. 

Among them is the possible dangerous chemical 
pollutants which could accidentally get into the sewer 
system, the town’s obligations to utilize the treatment 
plant facility to serve neighboring towns, and the 
overall development of the Lowell Junction industrial 
acreage. 

Initial observation of the move by the selectmen 
could well be that it is an Andover snob decision - - being 
selective about the type of industry allowed to locate 
here. 

Rather the decision should be looked upon as 
businesslike. 

Weighing the benefits to accrue to the community, as 
well as the potential of the remaining industrial acreage 
in the town, the selectmen considered the Carr Com- 
pany, despite its good economic stability, not to be in 
the town’s best interests. 

A difficult, but seemingly proper decision. 


CETA Funds 


The selectmen this week looked into the obligations of 
the town with regard to providing municipal work for 
persons who have become unemployed. 

In an executive session, the board expressed concern 
about the program which will provide employment un- 
der federal funds, similar to a program initated a few 
years ago known as the Emergency Employment Act. 

The particular program of concern this week is known 
as CETA, one of the federal governments alphabetized 
bureaus, whose aim is to relieve unemployment. 

The concern of the board, as is ours, is the ever con- 
stant danger of positions on the municipal payroll, now 
funded by state or federal agencies, becoming perma- 
nent, once the funds or program expires. 

It is not our intent, at this season of the year par- 
ticularly, to take the part of Scrooge. And, we feel the 
selectmen feel likewise. 

We can understand and appreciate the plight of those 
facing unemployment due to recession, or depression, 
depending on what fancy term one wishes to apply to 
the fact that one needs a Brink’s truck to bring home the 
family food shopping. 

The town administrator in North Reading commented 
a week ago that in difficult economic times, municipal 

government may find itself in a different role, in 
providing jobs for people. 
Such, ‘of eourse, -is: a possibility: 


But in order to be equitable about the whole problem, 
it must be borne in mind that local taxpayers are 
providing funds for these programs and may also be 
facing problems brought on by recession and unemploy- 


ment. 


The one inherent danger, as we see it in any program 
involving. federal funds and municipal government, is 
the threat that the jobs, once created become perma- 
nent, with all the salaries and fringe benefits that ac- 


crue. 


in the case of the jobs created through the Emergen- 
cy Employment Act a few years ago, most were 
abolished when the funds expired. 

Should the town and those obtaining jobs under CETA 
understand that the positions so created and filled are, 
at best, of short term, then possibly the program has 


merit. 


This is something that the selectmen, as the town’s 
policy makers, must decide. 


Referenda 


Andover voters may have an unusual opportunity 
when the March town election rolls around. 

Selectmen are considering placing a referenda ques- 
tion on the ballot dealing specifically with the develop- 
ment of the Central Business community. 

Between now and the closing of the ballot in January, 
the board will be working on the proper language to be 
placed before the electorate. 

What is being attempted, is the obtaining of a consen- 
sus of opinion regarding the amount of space Andover 
should allot for commercial or business ventures. 

At various town meetings in the past, zoning issues 
have been presented, which would provide for such as 
shopping centers in some areas of town, and in some 
cases the small neighborhood stores. 

They have been rejected, often due to the voting 
strength which abutters could muster to oppose any 
change in the zoning of a particular area of town. 

Placing the question on the ballot will assist in getting 
a fuller and more proper determination on whether An- 
dover officials should concentrate their efforts on 
development of the single downtown business district, 
or allow for commercial enterprise in other areas of the 


town. 


It is probably the most equitable way of making such 
a determination, since the ballot question itself will be 
subject to public hearing and general community 
dialogue prior to the voting.

October 
Upswing In 
Employment 


l}mployment in Massachusetts 
reached an all-time record high 
in October as unemployment 
decreased to the lowest level for 
the year, according to John D. 
Crosier, Director of the Division 
of employment Security. 

Some 2,457,000 persons were 
employed in the Commonwealth 
in| October while 189,000 in- 
dividuals were estimated to be 
unemployed, Director Crosier 
noted that the number un- 
employed has declined in four 
successive months from the peak 
ol 243,000) persons reached in 
June, 


Alter adjustments for seasonal 
variations, the Bay State's un- 
employment rate remained es- 
sentially unchanged at 38.4 per 
cent of the labor toree in October 
compared to 8.3 per cent in 
September. Since June, the 
Massachusetts adjusted rate has 
increased only 0.4 percentage 
points while the comparable un- 
employment rate for the United 
States has risen 0.8 percentage 
points - - from 5.2 per cent to 6.0 
per cent. in both the state and the 
nation, employment has in- 
creased in the four months, but 
not sufficiently to match the con- 
linuing growth in the number of 
persons seeking jobs. 

Kmployment changes from 
September to October reflect a 
modest rise in nonmanufacturing 
jobs more than offsetting the 
small dip in manufacturing. 
Gains were noted in educational 
services in state and local 
government and in nonprofit in- 
stitutions and universities, while 
seasonal decreases occurred in 
hotels, motels, and amusement 
and recreation services. Labor 
disputes contributed to the 
decline in manufacturing. 

Over the past twelve months a 
small increase in durable goods 
manufacturing carried employ- 
ment in this sector to the highest 
level for any October since 1969. 
Offsetting this gain, however, 
was the long continued decline in 
nondurables such as textiles, ap- 
parel, and leather goods. Non- 
manufacturing employment 
topped all previous totals, mak- 
ing its best October advance 
since 1970, with a gain of 37,500 
jobs over the year. 


Unemployment is six ot the 
state’s eight large metropolitan 
areas followed the state pattern 
and declined in October. In 
Worcester the rate remained un- 
vhanged at 6.2 per cent. In both 

all River and New Bedford, un- 
employment increased due to 
losses in textiles and apparel. 
The rate in New Bedford in- 
creased from 8.1 to 8.4 per cent 
and in Fall River, where a labor 
dispute was in progress, from 6.3 
lo 6.9 per cent.

Should a concerned en- 
vironmentalist buy a live Christ- 
mas tree? Years ago, President 
Theodore Roosevelt discouraged 
the use of live Christmas trees in 
the interest of conservation of 
our natural resources. Today, 
however, Christmas trees are 
planted and harvested just like 
any other crop, so you can have a 
live tree and not worry about up- 
setting the environment. 

Production this year is ex- 
pected to be about 30 million 
trees. 

Buying a Christman tree is 
mostly a matter of personal 
preference. Some people like 
them tall and willowy. Some like 
them short and bushy. Some peo- 
ple prefer the short-needled 
varieties, others prefer long- 
needled pines. 

Here are some tips from the 
Agricultural Marketing Service 
(AMS) of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) to help you 
select and keep your kind of 
Christmas tree beautiful this 
season. 

First, determine where the 
tree is to be displayed in your 
home. This may make a 
difference in your selection of 
size and shape. It will also make 
a difference in deciding the 
number of good sides or faces the 
tree must have. For example, a 
tree that will be displayed in a 
corner really needs only two good 
sides or faces. 


Second, check the tree for 


freshness, cleanness, 
healthiness, and trim. Shake or 
bounce the tree on the ground 
lightly. If only a few needles 
drop, the tree is fresh. Run your 
finger down a branch - - the 


needles should adhere to each 
twig. A clean tree is free of moss, 
lichen, vines, and other foreign 
material. If a tree is healthy, it 
will have the natural color of its 
species and a strong fragrance. A 
well-trimmed tree is free of all 
barren branchs below the first 
whorl and smoothly cut at the 
butt..

Tree Tips 


uses many of these factors in 
grading Christmas trees, but it is 
not likely that you will find a tree 
tagged according to grade. The 
grades are used mainly by 
shippers and wholesalers. 

Two important factors USDA 
checks in grading trees are densi- 
ty and taper. Density is the 
amount of foliage present - - the 
number and length of branchlets 
on each branch. Taper is the 
relationship of the width of the 
tree to its height. After buying 
your tree, don’t cut off large por- 
tions of either end - - that would 
alter the natural taper of the 
tree. 

if you buy your tree early, you 
should have a wider selection to 
choose from and you will 
definitely avoid the aggravations 
that accompany last-minute buy- 
ing. You can keep the tree fresh 
at home by storing it outside in a 
bucket of water. Before placing 
the tree in water, cut the butt end 
of the tree diagonally about one- 
inch above the original cut - - this 
opens the pores and aids in ab- 
sorption of water. 

When you are ready to bring 
the tree into the house, saw off 
the butt again, squaring the 
diagonal. This facilitates placing 
the tree in the stand as well as 
aiding absorption. Use a stand 
that holds the tree in a container 
of water. Keep the container fill- 
ed with water the entire time the 
tree is in the house. 

Be sure that the base of the 
tree is well supported and that 
the tree is placed away from 
fireplaces, radiators, electric 
heaters, television, or any other 
source of heat. The longer the 
tree is indoors, the more com- 
bustible it will become. 

Be sure to check electric lights 
for fraying cords and worn spots 
that could cause fires. Never 
leave the Christmas tree lights 
on when there is no one at home. 

By following this advise and us- 
ing your Own con;mon sense you 
can select a fresh and attractive 
Christmas tree and enjoy it safe- 
ly this holiday season.
